Butterflies inyour stomach, people staring atyou, and stuttering were classic signs of presenting a project 
or presentation in front of a group of people. Many teachers throughout the school had their students perform a mandatoiy presentation to pass the 
class. "I don't really mind giving presentations in front of the class, as long as I know what I'm talking about," stated Kristina Kosel (01). Presentations 
included not only oral speeches, but also explanations on poster boards, power points and other visual aides. 

Other classes, however, focused more on hands on activities for learning. Chemistry for example required students to perform experiments and 
evaluate their findings.

STRESS! DEADLINES! LAYOUTS! The Husky Herald was a student- 
produced publication advised by Mr. Becker. There was about a three day 
time period for the information to be collected. The tip sheets were 
turned in and Mr. Becker and the editors-in-chief decided what writer will 
write what stoiy. The reporters needed to be able to get the whole story. 
Sarah Partipilo ( 01) stated, “Before we even start writingyou have to 
checkyour beats. A beat is something thatyou are in charge of to gather 
information. My beat is N.H.S. So I go to that organization and get a tip. 
Thenyou turn two tips into the chief editor and they choose whatyou will 
report on." More than one perspective was necessaiy. The editing process 
began soon after the stories were turned in. Normally within a week or two 
the newspaper was ready to be passed out to the students and staff.
